IN GETTYSBURG 


Town Council on Tuesday Evening 


Went Over the Matter once More 


and Decided 
to Let Everybody 


Coast. 
One Objecting Member. 


Will Appoint Special Fire Police. 


Ah tho result of a discussion in tho 
Town C ouncil’* m onthly mooting on 
Tuesday evening counting in 
G ettys- 
hurg w ill ho allowed in the future and 
the ordinance prohibiting it w ill not 
fie enforced so long a* coasters conduct 
themselves 
properly, u-e 
reasonable 
mean* to protect themselves and otner* 
from injury, and do not 
become 
a 
nuisance. ” 
Mr. Butt"opened the coasting 
con 
tention by saying th at when he voted 
for the ordinance last year he did it 
believing that such a measure would 
simply regulate the sport and not pro­ 
hib it it entirely. 
Most of the other 
councilmen agreed w ith him in this 
view and said th at 
they 
would not 
have voted tor the ordinance 
if they 
had thought it would 
stop coasting 
entirely. 
During 
the 
discussion 
which 
follow**! 
Councilman 
Jacob 
K itzm iller was the only m ender who 
favored the strict enforcement of the 
ordinance and the complete prohibition 
of the sport in town. 
Mr. Butt declared that if the child 
ren and others were 
not 
allowed to 
coast on the streets he would take steps 
to secure the entire 
repeal of the 
measure. 
He said, 


I ain tired of tieing culled an old 
fogey aliout this. 
I remem lier that I 
was once a boy and I know that there 
is no more 
healthful 
thing for the 
children than to get out 
in 
the cool 
frosty w inter 
air. 
It

tie encourage*!. ” 
To this Mr. K itzm iller replied that 
it they did ms at the tim e when he was 
a boy and would go out of town they 
would get the tienefit outlie walk hut 
namorous councilm en answered 
this 
Ivy saying children would not tie allow 
ed to go out of town, there would tie 
protection then to ^neither 
teams nor 
Clusters and the sport would not tie 
safe. 
The idea of Council 
now 
is that 
d u stin g shall lie perm itted 
hut that 
the coasters shall stop at ten o'clock in 
the evening, that they shall not coast 
on the jiavements. that they shall es­ 
tablish guards for their own protection 
at street cr<is*ings and corners, and use 
one side of the street on which to coast 
and the other for returning to the top 
of the hill.

Disease Appears Near Danville, P a , 
and C ates Are Quarantined. 
Danville. Pa.. Jan. 4.—A case diag­ 
nosed as smallpox 
has been found 
here, with George Ort man, a lum ber­ 
man, as the victim, and sim ultane­ 
ously Alfred Moore, of Hemlock town­ 
ship, Columbia county, who worked 
with Oortman In the lum ber camp, fell 
a victim. 
The 
state health departm ent has 
taken hold of both cases and a strict 
quarantine has been placed. No less 
than forty-eight persons visited the 
Ortolan home when the victim was 
thought to be suffering with chicken­ 
pox, and all are forced to be quaran­ 
tined, while their homes have bt'en 
fum igated and placed under the stir 
veillanee of the departm ent.

BANDITS HOLD UP 
LIMITED EXPRESS 


Kill a Porter and Rob All 
Pullman Passengers. 


Ogden, Utah, Jan. 4.—Southern Pa 
fille passenger train No. I, the Over 
land limited, westbound, was held up 
by two masked men at Re*-se, nine 
miles west of Ogden. 
W illiam Davis, a colored porter, wa* 
shot and killed by the robber*. A. W. 
Taylor, another porter, wa* seriously 
wounded, and three passengers, one 
of them a woman, were slightly hurt. 
All the passengers on the train, num­ 
bering twenty-seven, were robbed of 
their valuables and $2000 to $2500 in 
cash. After completing their work the 
robbers drove away in a wagon. 
The robbers did not attem pt to en 
ter the express car, but devoted their 
en tire attention to the Pullman cars, 
where they made a rich haul among 
the California bound passengers. They 
held the train for more than an hour 
while they went through the posses 
sions of the passengers. 
No passenger escaped the robber* 
and the trainm en also lost their mon­ 
ey, watches and other valuables. 
The killing of Davis and the wound 
ing of T ay'or were unprovoked. 
The 
two porters were In a drawing room of 
a Pullman, and made no move to re­ 
sist when the robbers entered. 
One of the robbers asked his confed 
erate: “ W hat will we do with them ?' 
The reply was: “Kill them !" 
Davis was shot dead and Taylor was 
desperately wounded. 
Turning to Hancock, a brakeman 
who was holding the open sack into 
which the robbers were putting their 
loot, and who was an unwilling wit 
ness to the tragedy, the m urderer ask 
cd: “Did I kill them ?” 
“I guess you did,” answered the 
brakeman. 
Taylor credits his escape from death 
to his feigning death when he fell to 
the floor wounded in the arm.

CERTIFICATE 


Uncle Sam Opened On* Bank In Each 
State, and Reports 8how They Were 
Well Patronize*. 


Dubois, Pa., Jan. 4.—The nam e of 
John Sm ith goes ringing down through 
the history of the nation. 
From the 
tim e of Pocahontas and before, to the 
opening of the postal savings bank 
here yesterday, this name, although 
frequently referred to as one without 
distinction, has ever occupied its 
place in the affairs of the country. 
Yesterday morning John Sm ith was 
at the postoffice at 7 o’clock, and he 
waited with patience until 9, when the 
window of the postal savings bank 
opened and he received the first cer­ 
tificate for deposit ever issued in the 
state of Pennsylvania by Uncle Sam. 
Certificate No. I was for $5. 
John Smith is a m achinist, and he 
lives at H IH South Stockdale street 
and gave his birthplace as England. 
He prizes his certificate far beyond the 
price he paid for it, and has already 
be*>n offered much more than Uncle 
Sam agrees to pay him. 
The second in line was Claud Hayeg, 
the twelve-year-old son of Dr. M artial 
L. Hayes, a wfell known dentist of Du­ 
bois. 
Claude’s certificate also call* 
for $5. 
There were thirty-three certificates 
issued, the window of the hank oj en- 
lug at 9 and ( toeing at 3 o’clock, it 
was also closed from 12 to I o’clock. 
Last evening the bank wa* opened 
from 7 to 8, this being for the accom­ 
modation of the workingmen of the 
city. 
The 
hours arranged for the 
opening of the bank are tem porary 
and will be changed if other hours b e t 
ter accommodate the patron*. 
The supplies received by Postm aster 
Hess included only $1, $2 and $5 cer 
tifltates. One citizen, an entire stran­ 
ger to the postm aster, but who is a 
patron of the office, appeared with 
$350 for deposit, but wa* informed 
that the lim it was $100 per month. He 
took twenty of the $5 certif^ ates and 
went away happy. 
All certificates of deposit Issued dur­ 
ing the day were to American citizens. 
There were 
men, women and chil 
dren. and they ranged in age from 
twelve to sixty-five years. Many for 
eigners will use the bank, however, as 
twenty of them bad their money on 
band, but did not understand the nile* 
requiring their personal appearance.

there should be a distinct relationship 
between a monument and Its neigh 
bor bood many monuments have no 
relation to the shn[>e or size of the 
[dace they stand nor to their surround 
lugs. 
Borne are In the midst of great 
whirlpool* of traffic with skyscraiHTs 
towering a bor* them and huge sign 
boards for a background. 
Many monument* consist of massive 
granite pedestals surmounted by huge 
bronze busts. 
In general these have 
been erected in parks. 
Many of them 
stand on beautiful green lawns, coo 
spleuous objects, but without logical 
relation to their surroundings.

It cannot be claimed that they n.t or 
na incuts to the parks or that the grts-o 
lawns would not be more beautiful 
without them. 
W hile definite rules cannot be laid 
down for the location of monuments 
any more than rules cuu with finality 
he given for the composition of ti pie 
ture or a group of sculpture, yet cor 
tain fundam ental principles are evl 
dent A monument should be so placed 
that it stands in proper relation both 
architecturally and sculpturally to the 
sjH>t in which It is located, t»e It street. 
park or square: that Its commemora­ 
tive or particular character Is In bar 
mony with Its surroundings and that 
It shall remain a distinct ornament to 
the loci Hon in w hich It stands 
The 
probable permanence of appropriate 
surroundings should also be consid­ 
ered. for changes In the character and 
occupancy of adjacent building* have 
turned harmony Into discord.

Made Desperate 
Resistance 


Against London Police. 


BURNED IN THEIR FORTRESS 


Cornered Murderers Battle With Po­ 


lice and Soldiers to the End Amid 


Showers of Bullets. 


London, Jan. 4. — Fighting to the 
grim end against desperate odds, ’Pe­ 
ter the Painter" and "Dutch Fritz,’’ 
reputed anarchists, went to their death 
shouting defiance to the laws of Rag­ 
land. 
It Is believed that four companions 
perished with them In the flames that 
consumed their den in Sidney street, 
not far from the heart of I-on don. 
Only the charred bodies of the* two 
desperadoes wanted for the assas na­ 
tion of three policemen at Hounds- 
ditch two weeks ago had been recov­ 
ered. 
When their house had been riddled 
with bullets from the guns of police 
and soldiers and set on fire, the Pup­ 
ped men clambered to the* roof and 
theer made their last stand, fit 
a:

laws were swallowed up in the seeth­ 
ing flames.

The authorities sought to take t!y 
men alive 
It took them seven hours 
to get their incinerated bodies. 
Throughout tile fight the greatest 
excitement prevailed, not only in the 
neighborhood, btu throughout the c ity, 
and it required IT**m» policemen mussed 
about the scene* to k**ep back the Im­ 
mense crowds.

wounded. 
Tile police had found the 
headquarters oi tit** anarchists and, 
surrounding the place, p.aimed to cap- 
tuer them. 
Detective Sergeant Leesoo was re­ 
connoitering in the yard at the* rear, 
when there was a flash from one of 
the windows, the report of a revolve* 
broke the silence and the sergeant fell 
bH« k in the arms of brother officers, 
with a bullet in the lungs. 
Police reinforcements were rushed 
to th** place and a rain ot lead was 
poured into the windows of the house 
T h e 
a n a r c h ists 
responded 
and 
for 
hours the fight continued, the police 
b ein g su pp orted by the Scots Guards 
and artillery, though the latter did uot 
bring their guns into play. 


Soldiers Fire From Roofs. 
Soldiers were po«tc*d on the roof* of 
nearby buildings, and fired continu­ 
ously at the anarc hists, who appeared 
repeatedly at the windows and resum­ 
ed hundreds of shotg. 
The outlaws were armed with maga­ 
zine revolvers and had a good supply 
of ammunition, as was shown by sev­ 
eral explosions whic h marked the pro 
grc-HB of the flames. 
Plies of straw were lighted near the 
house, with Hie idea of smoking out 
Its defenders, and it is thought likely 
that the flames communicated with the 
building. 
At any rate, soon after these fires 
were started the house was ablaze 
anc! the anarchists driven from til top 
story to the roof, and finally went 
down in the ruins. 
Only when the building collapsed did 
the firemen venture to enter. 
Then 
they flooded the lower floor and re­ 
covered two bodies, it is believed that 
other bodies will b** found.

A b<sird of trustees appointed by the 
governor, charged with the manage­ 
ment of the hospital and the reception 
and treatment of patients, has already 
admitted patients. There is also In ex­ 
istence a building commission created 
under the provisions of the act of May 
16, 1903. charged with the erection of 
the buildings. This duplication of pow­ 
ers will eventually lead to confusion 
and conflict of authority, and under 
this method the stute cannot get the 
best results. 
I recommend the repeal of that part 
of the act relating to the building 
commission, and that entire charge of 
the institution be turned over to the 
board of trustees who are now manag­ 
ing that portion of the hospital which * 
has been completed.

The shrinkage in the volume 
of the flow of rivers and the drying up 
of streams through deforestation is 
everywhere 
noted.

therefore , 
sound business and public (colley to 
make reasonable appropriation for re 
forestation. 
In Pennsylvania the reserve areas 
are l*elng regularly increased. During 
the (last four year 232.435 acres have 
loran acquired, thus giving the state 
a total forest reserve of 933,582 acres. 
it Is im(H>rtant that these forest re­ 
serves established by the state should 
Is* protected by adequate roads, trails 
and fire lanes, in order to make the 
tracts readily accessible and to curtail 
the danger front forest fires. The de­ 
partment of forestry bas built a total 
of 1,(148 miles of roads, trails and fire 
lanes. 
The Forestry academy is carrying on 
Its work with efficiency. Thirty-eight 
graduates have left the school equip 
ped for work on the state’s reserves. 
The fl«*>ds at Pittsburg have called 
attention to the fact that if that city 
Is to be free from this scourge work 
must be done on the watershed of the 
Allegheny and Monongahela rivers. 
Coal Mines. 
Every effort Is tieing made to better 
the condition of mine employes and to 
lessen the dangers that surround their 
work. The establishing of rescue sin
